Sections of Forest Fire Prevention and Control Laws 
Passed in 1949 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for slash or 
brush disposal rests entirely on whoever “cuts, causes or permits 
to cut” forest growth. Such slash or brush must be moved back 
50 feet from the shoulder or pavement of any public highway or 
road and 25 feet from utility right of ways. On complaint, if a 
real fire hazard exists, slash and brush must be removed 25 feet 
from forest growth of an adjoining landowner and 100 feet from 
dwellings. 

All slash and brush shall be removed the required distance 
within 30 days after cutting, or 30 days after being notified to 
remove it. A violator of this section is liable to a fine of $100 or 
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30 days imprisonment, or both. He is liable to the same fine and 
imprisonment every 30 days following his violation until the 
slash and brush is cleared back the required distance. 


Another section of the same act requires that slash and 
brush resulting from the construction and maintenance of high- 
ways and utility right of ways shall be removed from these areas 
by burning or hauling away. Burning must comply with that 
section of the law covering burning permits which follows: 


Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to kindle a 
fire for purposes of clearing land or burning logs or stumps, roots, 
brush, slash, fields of dry grass, pasture, and blueberry land 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without first ob- 
taining a written permit. Permits are issued by the town forest 
fire wardens. A permit is necessary for any person to burn, even 
on his own land. A burning permit does not relieve the person 
of legal responsibility if the fire is allowed to escape or causes 
damage to property of another.

REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Budget Committee appointed at the Town Meeting of 
1949 under Article 22 of the Town Warrant, met for organization 
two weeks after Town Meeting. A Chairman and a Secretary 
were elected and sub-committees appointed to consider in detail 
the expenses of the Town, grouped under three headings, Schools, 
Roads and General Administration. 

A second meeting was held April 25th, together with all 
the Town officers and members of the School Committee. The 
duties of the Budget Committee were discussed and the hearty 
co-operation of all the Town officials was promised. 

The establishing article in the warrant provides that the 
Budget Committee shall report in the Town Report of each year

This Committee is putting an article in this year’s warrant 
that will, if accepted by the Town, relieve them of the above 
requirement. It will also provide for filling vacancies in the 
Committee and will simplify some of its functions. The Com- 
mittee hopes that it will be accepted at the Town Meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Harpswell: 


I have the pleasure of submitting my sixth annual report of 
the public schools of Harpswell. As has been pointed out such a 
report is required by law and must contain financial and statis- 
tical data in regard to the schools. Such material is included in 
accompanying pages. This verbal part of the report is used as an 
introduction to the School Survey Report. 

Pursuant to the affirmative vote regarding Article #¢52 in 
the 1949 Town Meeting Warrant, the School Committee, through 
the recommendation of the State Department of Education, en- 
gaged Mr. John Nichols of Hartford, Connecticut to conduct a 
complete survey of the school facilities of the town. Mr. Nichols 
and his associate, Mr. John Moulton, and their staff, have con- 
ducted such a survey in a thorough and workmanlike manner and 
have prepared a report, copies of which will be distributed to the 
voters prior to town meeting. The town is reimbursed for one- 
half the cost of the survey by the State Department of Education. 

It will be noted in this report of the survey that it is wholly 
uncolored by any local prejudice. In fact, the committee members 
and the Superintendent have been most careful not to influence 
the work of Mr. Nichols and his associates in any way. It seems 
desirable for the town to take action on this report and make some 
disposition of the school problem at the coming town meeting. 
To this end an appropriate article will appear in the warrant. 

As was explained in my 1949 report, increased enrollment 
in the schools has made it necessary to reopen the Dyer’s Cove 
and the Harpswell Center Schools. At Dyer’s Cove, the Great 
Island consolidation was extended to include this school and Gun 
Point. The School Enrollment Chart shows what grades were 
included in these schools. 

In the case of West Harpswell, it was found necessary to 
have additional room. It was more expedient to open the Center 
school building rather than North Harpswell: 


1. No additional charge for transportation; 
2. Time involved in transportation was so 
much less. 


Since the enrollment in this area seems probable to continue on its 
present level, the Committee has in mind to renovate the West 


The Committee has prepared the budget for 1550 with due 
case. The addition of two teachers to the roll has made m neces 
a alenat org rmiecab epi ims. 5. 48 ania The State 
Department of Education requires that we carry over any bal 
ance in high school conveyance. The recommendation in the 
budget is reduced therefore by the amount of the balance in this 
account. Otherwise, the budget is much the same as last year.
